(Concluded,) 
As the meeting progresses a solo 
may be sung. "With regard to this : 

(a) The leader should, ag before 
stated, choose both the solo and the 
singer, 

(b) The song ahould be suitable to 
the character of the meeting, and, If 
possible, bearing upon the subject dealt 
with. 

(c) It should be a song with a good 
chorus, which goea with a swing, and 
one that Is known or can very quickly 
be learnt. 

If this Is not the case, a well-known 
chorus ahould be tacked on, care beln^ 
taken that the words are suitable to 
the verses, and that it goes well hi the 
same key. 

To render a solo with effect the fol- 
lowing rules should be observed : 

(a) A solo singer should learn his 
words oft by heart, 

(b) Let the words be distinctly heard, 

(c) Give every word its due import- 
ance. Don't hurry or grabble over a 
song, but take time to drive every 
word home. 

(d) Sing with feeling. Let those who 
listen realize that the svier Is the 
breathing out of your soul for their 



only as It sets off the main Idea, of the 
painting, the centrepiece of the work 
of art. Its end is defeated if it de- 
tracts from the song and the truths 
contained In the words, to Itself. 

A lady accompanied by her servant, 
or a youth by his dog, are iliustratlona 
of what ia meant by accompaniment. 

There are two points In which the ac- 
companiment chould be subservient to 
the singing : 

1,— In volume of sound, 

2.— In time. 

The best Instruments for the accom- 
paniment of solos are: 

(a) Stringed Instruments, as the 
piano, harp, violin (with its family), 
autohai-p, banjo, guitar, zither, mando- 
lin o, etc. 

(b) Reed and wood instruments, as 
the pipe organ, American organ, har- 
monium, concertina, clarionet, flute, 
basoon, etc. 

Brass Instruments are unsuitable, ex- 
cept when played softly in a large 
building where the singer has a volc?e 
suindently powerful to predomlnate.or 
where Iheir sound la softened by the 
use of mutes. 

I consider the best acciimpanlmcnt.s 
are possible with a mixed orchestra. 

Care should be taken that the In- 
struments are In tune, both with them- 
selves and with each other. 

Where the singer gets flat or sharp 
to the instruments, and they are of 
such a nature that they cannot proSucs 
an? lesser tone than semitones, the ac- 
companiment should cease till the 
singer rises or falls, as the case may 
be, to the next key, or goea back to his 
original key.

The congregation Indulged In 
an audible smile when I Informed them 
that one of the ordinary leatures oi a 
Salvation Army meeting, the collection, 
would be dispensed with on that oc- 
casion. They gave splendid attention 
and manifested every .<ilgn of Interest, 



many others right down to late con- 
verts, are taking n moat active part 
In the League of Merey meetings, said

The League, of eourae, differs In Its 
mode of operations In different places.

\ EAIITY Ib In the eye of 
the beholder." This 
there la no mlataklng— 
here Is the reason for a 
mother thinking her 
babe the perfection of 
childhood's charms, and 
tor a father scelns his son to be In pos- 
session of attractions of which few 
others can boaat. Then, if beauty Ih 
BO completely in the adorinf? eye, 1 
should certainly aay that the uncomely 
appearance presented by some people 
and things Is also Eolely to do with the 
unfavorable vision of the beholder. 

It Is not a necessary sequence that 
there Is nothing of an admirable na- 
tunre In the object because It Is not 
discerned by the on-looker. No mattsr 
with What magnincence and artistic 
correctness the scene may be portrayed 
on canvas, if the eye lacks the percep- 
tion ot harmonious blending of color, 
the realistic grouping of life, to such a 
one the picture Is but a poor, 
bedaubed affair, where as lo an eye 
quickened with a perception for the 
beautiful It stands as a triumph of 
art. 

TVhere there Is a non-preceptlon of 
linrmnny In nnnnd, the tmpreHslon left 
upon the ear hy the most eultured 
muBlc, will be that of discord. The 
other day I heard of a gentleman 
whose friends took him to a 8trlnff 
concert of exceptional renown. After 
listening to the rare rendering of clas- 
sical strains on the violin and 'cello 
for quite a little while, he remarked, 
"When are they going to begin ? What 
a. time they have been tuning up their 
Instruments !" And so I say that the 
world of music, art and creature la 
largely what our own perceptibility 
makes It. For It Ib a hard matter to 
discern or appreciate that which finds 
nothing aliln to our own soul, or In 
other words, an easy matter to cast 
the reflection of a sunny and glorious 
nature, or the Bhadow of an evil and 
auspicious mind, over the deeds and 
lives of others. 

Noiv, In this "Thinkelh no evil," I 
am reminded of a qualification of 
Charity, which beautifies everything, 
and at the same time ot an appalling 
weakness which hn.s destroyed the 
happy experience of many. 

This spirit of evil possessing the 
mind (s no respeutor of persona. We 
nnd It In all clas^ea, and aqucezlng Its 
way In deaplte :^il manner of profes- 
sions. There are thinkers ot evil In 
every church, In every society. In 
every Salvation Army barracka, al- 
though It la one of the most destruc- 
tlve and poisonous heaetmentB to which 
the soul and a religious body can be 
subjected. It tends to make clIqueB 
and form separate bodies In all com- 
munities, disbanding the unity of the 
whole. It aapa the spliltual Inlluonce 
oC the Uidlviduiit liuul. It uiidcrsriincn 
and confounds the strongest and purest 
trust. I have known one evll-thlnker 
to overthrow a whole church— to thrust 
back the Christian of long years stand- 
ing — to entrap the Innocent and simple, 
and to drag the B1o(id-and-Flre Flag 
through a gutter of Ignominy, Into 
which no rampant pereecutlon could 
have lowered It. I have no hesitancy 
In saying that evll-thlnklng is a damn- 
able sin. 

How are such people distinguished 7 
Easily 1 Not because of their being 
BO numerous, but because their fault- 
finding spirit 1b so clenrly manifested 
In BUch multitudinous forms and 
shapes. Their attitude la suapluloua, 
and their expression beapeaka an ofllo- 
lous deajre to peer into the secret 
chambers hold in every heart. Thelf 
t'onverpflJJan Is fluent nnd I'xclttd — 



they arc never hard up for a story to 
tell— they show no delicacy In parading 
the , mlEfortunea of others— they are 
never stuck fast for the beginning or 
the ending of a tale—they can always 
odd either, and exaggerate the middle. 
They think they polish their own vir- 
tues by enlarging upon the faults of 
others. They never take people to 
mean what they seem, unless 
that seeming goes unfortunately 
against them, for they Impute base 
motives for even virtues. TThey 
"rejoice in iniquity and not In the 
truth," When a sorely-tempted soul 
goes down and under, they say, "I 
told you ao," and with great liberty 
propound the advisability of running 
on the French maxim, "Doubt ail men 
till you prove them true." They can 
find the fiaw In every gem— the cloud 
in every sky- the fault In every life, 
and see many that have never been 
there, and never will. 

I aee'that "cvU thinking" makes us 
hard and unjust to those who labor In 
our Interests, or under our authority. 
Somebody I was speaking to the other 
day said that they had never met any- 
one who came up to their Ideal of 
rellglnn- that there was "none good, no 
not one"— the Christiana were no better 
than others- but rather worse, being 
the bearers of an empty profeaslon. 
And the speaker Instanced In support 
of these melancholy conclusions one or 
two of whom she once thought well, 
but who afterwards showed themselves 
(as she termed it) In their true char- 
acter. There was a minister she 
deemed wickedly proud ot his good 
Pleaching, although so fervent and 
earnest were his sermons that he 
would often faint at the conclusion 
of his heaviest services, and there were 
many others with whom she found 
serious fault. But a Salvation servant 
was the last to fall under her 
scathing suppositions, for she said, 
"W^hen Mary does hurry on with tin- 
work and fietB through things neatly 
and quickly, it Is only to be off to the 
meetings, or out seeking her own in 
some other respect," although she ad- 
mitted that Mary was the most trust- 
worthy girl she had had in the house. 
I thought as ahe alighted from the car, 
what a perverted mind— what an ab- 
pencc ot charity— what a spectacle of 
ugliness ot character to which evil- 
thlnklng can reduce one. 

Again, I see that evil - think- 
ing makes us hard and un- 
just to those who arc above us. I 
know people whose circumstances are 
all that can be desired. God has not 
only seemed to bless them, but favored 
them. He has given them companion- 
ship, home, comforts and Infiuenccs. 
Their wages are good— they have all 
they need, and when a man's wage 
meets his whole needs, I consider It can 
withoiif fpnr >ie rfOkoned ^ood and 
reasonable. But they comploln, they 
nurse the feeling that they are hardly 
done by, they suspect the spoken in- 
ability of their master to do better- 
they say he eould If he would, ihcy 
accuse him of a grudge towards them- 
selves, and partiality to others, they 
feel badly towards those over them 
w'hen they have alt reanon to feel well. 



They are thInlcerB of evil— they are 
ensnared by that abominable sin 
which lies at the root of three parta of 
the Ingratitude which In Us blindness 
to advantages, often throws overboard 
the brightest of future prospects. 

Then, evil - thinking maJces us 
hard and unjust on those who 
are equal with ua — our com- 
rade in the .strife — our friend 
on the path of lite— our neighbor, 
whom, remembering the commands of 
God, has every claim upon our merci- 
ful consideration. But the ton thousand 
blessings that should be bestowed upon 
those climbing with us the steeps of 
Time are Interfered with by these evil 
suspicions and dark surmlalnga. The 
man who is occupied by revolving 
in his mind, Ictalone turning over with 
his tongue, the weakncps which he 
fancies can be detected in the faltering 
step or the Impeded Journey of another, 
will be the last to extend a helping 
hand to assist a weaker than himself. 
Or the woman, be she a Salvationist, 
or a constant pew-holder, who has ever 
ready a whisper detrimental to the 
family whose name Is up at the mo- 
ment, will be the lost to staunch the 
wound of a bleeding heart or bind a 
breaking spirit. 

I write with much sorrow that In my 
experience I have known many whose 
one and only besetting sin could be 
classified as evilthlnking— It moy have 
been a bestower of goods to teed 
the poor— or a W^ar Cry boomer, or a 
member of the church, or a frequent 
open-air attender, or a good public 
speaker- yet all the same an evlt- 
thlnker. They hold on to n. hit of dis- 
creditable back history ot every con- 
vert which they think should be re- 
membered — they can always throw in 
words calculated to hang weights on 
those lifted In praise of anyone. They 
say, "It is not what people seem. It Is 
what they are," and leave others to 
wonder what they mean, while they 
work hard behind the scenes to undo 
any good Impression made In the 
party's favor — ^whcn they cannot cir- 
culate actual evil reports, they cast 
cruel Insinuations such as, "Beware of 
ao-and-HO," or with an eye so out- 
stretching its normal position as to 
leave but a greeny white In view, and 
a Blgnlflcaht nod of the head infer 
that there are "dark things which they 
would speak, but Charity makes them 
forbear," when In reality there are no 
dark things but In their own dark 
minds, so building almost Insurmount- 
able barriers for many young and 
ti-cmbllng feet which have more than 
enough In the cold currents of life to 
struggle against.

I had 
scarcely said, "Oh, what a dear mo- 
therly and sympathetic soul that wo- 
man Is," when someone overhearing 
my remark whispered, "Oh, she has a 
dreadful temper: Is so fearfully Ir- 
ritable, that I aometimoB even wonder 
It the old soul knows what conversion 
means," Personal observation."!, how- 
ever, made me detect that the woman 
referred to prayed much more fervent- 
ly m the meetings; fxii- the ooulo «f 
others than my Htarlng-about Inform- 
ant, and on enquiry I learned that the 
former was a widow, with six children, 
who burled her husband seven, years 
ago, when her youngest wm an infant 
of two of three months. All through 
the long seven yenre with bony flng. 
ers, rounded shoulders, burdened head 
and hrenking heart, this mother In her 



widowhood had earned the bread and 
clothes for the six orphans. I 
could not help thinking when I heard 
the Eton-, that even were It ao, thai 
owing to overtaxed nerves and over- 
wearied llmba. she was guilty of sharp- 
speaking, how inueli more STeusable 
to the Friend of the widow In Whom 
the "fatherless flndcth mercy" was her 
irritable tongue, than the ceaseless 
fault-finding of the backbiting tine. In- 
stead of this cvll-lhlnklng being a 
slight oKenee, I .see It to be a mon- 
strous iniquity, hurting and blighting 
wherever its heavy and cruel feet 
tread. 

The last remark I \i-lll make respect- 
ing cvll-thlnklng la that THEY MUST 
MOKE OH LESS BE A VERY MISER- 
ABLE CLASS OF PEOPLE ; I can- 
not see how It could be otherwise. 
They are dissatislled with their sur- 
roundings, and their surroundings are 
dlssatlsded with them; they see the 
evil In everybody, and with Isolated 
exceptions, everybody ean see what a 
great deal of evil lodges with them. 
They point their finger at the Imag- 
inary mote in every eye, and all around 
arc painfully conscious of the crowd 
blocking up their own. They have no 
real frleds; none can sufficiently trust 
to befriend them, the general feeling 
la that no reputation, no matter how 
pure and blameless, in safe In their 
hands. They do not really love any- 
one, and while persisting In focusing 
their vision on the one small distant 
speck In every man's character. I du 
not see how we cuuld expect to find 
many hearts that w.mld risk love on 
them: did they. It would he n.s in the 
case of the servant girl, that ba.«ie and 
selfish motives would be imputed, be- 
smearing even virtue with the color- 
ing of sin.

It Is a sorrowlul sin- 
it Is a terrl'olt fault— It la a cruet be- 
setment— a spoiling of the past- a 
withering of the present- a blasting ot 
the future curse ! If It is yours, run 
to Calvary, look to Jesus, see His face ! 
He thought the best possible of His 
murderers: He threw between their 
black guilt and the Father the only 
Imaginable excu.'ie in the cry, "They 
know not what they do." Seek His 
love, learn of His pity, ask His com- 
passion, plead His grace, and while In 
the revealing light ol a blameleas 
Christ, bearing the guilt and shame 
of a. world's sin, pour hot condemna- 
tion on your every unkind thought, 
harsh Judgement, e\'ll-su3plclor, and 
unmerciful conclusion, nnd seek 
Charity— which power alone can deliver 
you from the ruin in Time aod rursc In 
Eternity— ot this hell-forged snare of 
the human mind— Evll-Thlnkins.

I remember having the privilege 
of listening to an able discourse from 
one of God's servants, when the words 
were explained, which are to 
he found In Revelation 11- 2, 
3 and i. I also remember of how my 
mind caught up the verse next to these, 
and as It flashed along, the Spirit ac- 
companied it, ond that night I v.'ns 
blessed with a two fold revelation— one 
from the lips of one of God's children 
as he dealt out the truth, and the other 
from the heavenly mcasenger ,wh03e 
lips are not human. The words which 
the spirit saw flt to give me more 
enlightenment upon than I had ever 
had before are these, "Or else I will 
come unto thee quickly and will re- 
move thy candlestick out of his place, 
except thou repent." 

One or two things I have always 
seemed to understand, and which t 
have told people as I have dealt with 
them, have been these ;■ 

That They Couldn't Repent When 
They Liked. 

I mean the repentance that comes 
from a godly sorrow for sin, which Is 
produced from the action of the spirit 
on the heart or conscience of the sin- 
ner. In ways more or less powerful, 
according to the sinner's need. 

Another point Is, that every time they 
resist, they make their salvation to 
become more than ever a thing hard 
to take place. El-ipeclally is this so 
when they resist the direct wooing of 
the Spirit as it seeks to win them for 
God. Now, the afore-mentioned pas- 
sage says that It la the candlestick 
which will be removed. Not the candle, 
not the light, but the candlestick, or 
that which holds the candle which 
Elves the liuhl. No niattei- how men 
and women go into sin, or how far 
they get away from God. or how much 
sin's chains bind them, or how vile the 
heart becomes, as long as Jesus Christ 
Is Interested In the soul's salvation, 
there Is always a place In that heart 
which, as soon as it is touched by the 
knocking hand of the Spirit, becomes 
-sensitive lo that knock, and instantly 
recognizes it as the voice of God. 

The word of God says, 

"Behold I Stand at the Door and 
Knock," 

giving us to undecitand that there Is a 
particular place for the Spirit to enter, 
and that place is by way of the door. 
Now, If we enter o house It Is by way 
of the door. Tile house Is not all a 
floor, b'^it rather, the door forms a 
small pa.i't of II. by the opening of 
which we obtain access to the house. 

If we were to look at the heart in 
that sense, we shall be led to under- 
stand that there Ik a door to the heoj-t. 
OS there in to the house, and that by 
that means Is entrance to be gained. 

When the Spirit tomes and knocks 
at our heart's door, all we have to do 
Is to remove the bar.i and open. All 
the other means are furnished by Him 
who knocko. namely, the power to open 
and the hinges upon which the door 
swings, Bij that often it happens that 
bars which had been .scores of years 
in making ru.st have all been made to 
yield In leas time thao It takes to 
write about It. and the once-cnptlve 
souls repents and ral:^i'S In newness 
of life. 

Now, for Ond to

would nut Up for "Him in all rases flrst 
til destroy life, or to cause the acthni 
(if the heart to cea.se. but It woulil 1>" 
ihe taking away the senBltlvene.ss with 
which He endows the heart of man to 
feel HiB knocking and recognize It as 
.such, and tlien to hasten that. soul's 
departure, =o a:: to icnncn Its condemn- 
utlon. There comes a time when for 
Ood to knock at a sinner's heart would 
mean a cur.se instead of a Tilesajng, as 
they have become Joined to their Irtids. 
.so that God, to do them n favor, leaves 
them. When the Spirit leave* a man 
or a woman. It Is because there Is no 
hope for thai Individual on account 
of them having r aisled the call, 
trrmpled upon and iibused the sen.sl- 
tlvenesH that belongs I" the door of tlie 
healt. and not only that, hut made 
the door smaller by Iheir perslstenl 
refiisalB, thus forcing the sense of feel- 
ing to content Itself with a. amalli'r 
space, lili at last Ihey have succeeded 
In making the door not to be a door, 
but rather n place from which Christ 
has gone, a place whiili Is practically 
secure against all "Heaven's wooing 
IKjwer. and through whl(*h the spirit 
never will enter.

Thia Is generally the cane when peo- 
ple loee the aubstftnce and get the 
shadow. 

They know that It takes zeal, be- 
cause It once burnt In their breasts. 
They make a zeal of their own. Now, 
they got, what seems to be the last 
warning, and they are told to repent. 
It not, they'll no longer uct In the way 
they are doing, tor He will 

Remove the Candlestick. 

Christian professor. Just a few words 
about the candlestick that Is to be 
found in your 3])lritual experience- 
Take core that It Isn't removed. 

Is your zeal of the right kind, and 
are you living with the candlestick 
niled with that which betokens 
strength and purity of .soul ? 

Tt must be taken Into thought that 
our candle Is only according to the 
candlcHtick. If our zeal Is great. It 
our will is blended with God'-s, If our 
hearts are pure, we have a large can- 
dlestick or a large receptlcle for the 
candle to lodge In. which shines, for 
It Is Bomethting of our own making, 
and we enjoy only what we please to 
have.

guide some of life's ocean mariners 
Into the eternal harbor. ~

Cracker Is an artist In his unlawful 
profession. His {eeUngs would be 
deeply wounded If you were to call him 
a thief or a scoundrel; but call him 
»n "expert law-dodger," or a "houae- 
inspeotor," and he will lake It aa a 
compliment. 

The smart burglar of to-day dresses 
Jb the height of fashion, mixes In re- 
upeotable worldly society, and makes 
himself agreeable. He takes plenty of 
time to "survey the land," and doesn't 
jnind spending a tew hundreds of 
pounds when he is playing his eards 
to win thousands. 

His Charming Manners 

are Irresistible. Our Informant whom 
we Interviewed thought nothing or 
auending six months tti courting house- 
maids and other female servants, and 
without asking direct questions, get- 
ting to know everything about the in- 
terior of the house to he burgled.

The Polloe on their Beat 
. looked In from the street, through the 
Sftjall spyhole Ir. the Imn .-huttor. and 
eaw that the safe was alright. It was 
placed purposely In that position for 
the police to see as they walked past, 
but' on this occasion it was only a 
aummy safe they saw from the street. 
The real safe was In a back room, 
being torn open by us. We get clear 

"Are safes difllcull to open?" we 

"Never saw one yet that I couldn't 
open," he replied. "I only had to look 
At a safe to know what kind of metal 
6r ateel it was made of. There are no 
Mtglar-proof aafcs ! The moat dim- 
cwlt safe that I ever struck, took ma 
eft hours to bore a hole In it large 
enough to Insert my arm to get at 
the cash-boxes.

The 
tool hna movable Joints and can be 
retrulatcd to clamp on to any safe. It 
In llKOJ on with powerful screws.

tion Is kept well oiled, to prevent 
satiiaklng and to assist the progress of 
the boring !

midable tool about In a violin case. 
The bits used in boring were of the 
very best steel. 

"Another way of openlag sates Is 
the old-fashioned, clumsy one of using 
the Jemmy or ero\vbar. As soon aa 1 
used to make the safe door yawn open 
a bit, I would slip a wedge In and make 
the safe yawn a bit more. My mate 
would Insert the wedges, one by one, 
until— crash I The fearful atrain would 
smash the poor door, and soon the con- 
tents of the safe would be ours. 

"Orainary doors never stood In our 
way. We had skeleton keys that would 
open almost every door. Sometimes 
we've 

Run Gunpowder Into a Lock, 

and llred It and smashed tlie lock. It 
was easily pleked after that! 

"The nrst thing we used to do after 
gaining access to a shop, was to se- 
curely fasten the doors Inside, so that 
no policeman, deteetlve nor shopman 
could enter from the outside, I never 
hod oeeaslon to use the mask, but I 
always carried It In ray tool-bag, to 
wear If ever I was driven to use my 
revolver. I cared for nothing In those 
days. I would ha\ie forfeited my neck 
In the Interests ol my devilish trade." 
"But were you never caught 7" 
"I should think I was !" he ex- 
claimed. "Many a time. But I was 
never eaught red-handed. I've been 
arrested til bed, and In tliL- sli'tet with 
my bogus violin ease; but I was never 
aj-rested whilst at work, when the lust 
of robbery was hot upon nie. I've 
suffered for my crimes,— ah ! God

After the meeting was 
brought to a close they came forward 
to tliank me, saying that they enjoyed 
the meeting very much, and If what I 
had told theui was the teachings of the 
Army, they could not llnd anything 
wrong In it, A great many went away 
with their eye.s opened and a warniei' 
spot In their heart for the Army.

I left home on the Ishli of' Oilober. 
Being obliged to ivult at Bergen for Ihe 
steamer. 1 had a very pleasant time 
with the Army there — attended a large 
Junior Demonstration, and another 
KPeeial meoliag.
